Rum Business in Maine Summed up 
by the Boston Journal. 

The late attempt to make liquor 
selling a respectable calling in 
Maine has failed and though there 
are many honest and intelligent 
men engaged in the business who 
have,money and exert more or 
less power in financial circles, the 
average citizen, the church mem¬ 
ber, the mechanic, the artisan in¬ 
sists upon viewing jthe rumseller 
as a person who is morally u nclean, 
and one whom it is dangerous to 
associate with or encourage in any 
way. As a rale, the men who con¬ 
duct bars pay their debts and pre¬ 
serve an outward appearance of 
morality. 

For the sake of winning trade 
and of standing well with the pub¬ 
lic they arc very charitable in their 
acts, donating money freely to any 
cause which excites public sympa¬ 
thy. But in spite of their efforts 
to appear good and to convince the 
people that they are really as good 
as they seem, the ancient taint of 
moral leprosy hangs to them for 
year after year and can not be 
washed away so long as they con¬ 
tinue to deal in the beverages 
which are prohibited 6 y law. 

In the large towns and cities of 
three or four counties of the State- 
liquor has been sold in a half open, 
way by those who “stood in” will! 
with the local and county authori¬ 
ties. There were plenty of open 
bars, but they were always in the 
rear end of the buildings and shut 
off from the gdze of those who pass¬ 
ed by on the street by screens and 
partitions, so that none except 
those who sought the iuner sanctu¬ 
aries might know what was going 
on. This manner of doing busi- 
ness, while in violation of the law, 
was tolerated for the sake of using ’ 
the men who made illegal sales, as 1 
political power to keep the ruling * 
class in office and to prevent rivals * 
fr'om gaining control of municipal * 
or county affairs. Because most of < 
the large places in Maine happen ' 
to be .Republican, it is charged that 
the liquor traffic is conducted as a ! 
part of ihe party machine, though ' 
in cities like Biddeford and .Lewis- 1 
ton, where the Democrats ' are 4 
usually in the majority, the ! 
methods of handling t'he' traffic did "! 
not differ from.-thats pursued'in the 1 
strongholds of the opposing party. • 1

After tolerating open bars in de¬ 
fiance of law and sound public 
sentiment for a decade the courts 
turned over a .new leaf, wjth the 
beginning of the present year, and 
the dealers have been receiving 
double and fourfold fines, and, in 
aggiavaied -cases, imprisonment 
for six months whenever they 
have been convicted. Though 
there have been occasional spasms 
of enforcement in Lewiston, Au¬ 
gusta and Rockland, the storm 
centers for the past four years 
have been Bangor and Portland, 
Until last February, Bangor was a 
wide open city, with bars running 
all night and all day, while under 
the rule bf ox-Sheriff Pearson, Port¬ 
land .came nearest being a dry 
town of any place in the State, 
The parson sheriff died at his post 
fighting for Prohibition, and since 
his decease the county has elected 
W. L. Pennell, a Democrat, as his 
successor, so that Portland is again ! 
a storm center of the rumtfaffic, . 
with bars wide open most of the 
time. 


p fore for thirty years. Working 
singlehanded and alone, with a 
r lukewarm sheriff and a mayor 
j and a police force against him, 
a County Attorney Bertram L.Smilh 
t has successfully prosecuted 573 
j criminal cases during the present

_ has secured jail sentences for the 
. convicted dealers amounting to 
r forty-four years and six months, 
and though many of the fines have

cured by any of his predecessors 
in double the length of time.

The political battles of 1904 will 
be fought out by the same parties 
along nearly the same lines as 
were these of 1902. The Demo¬ 
crats will demand that the con¬ 
stitutional amendment prohibit¬ 
ing the manufacture or sale of in¬ 
toxicating liquors be again sub¬ 
mitted to the people to vote upon, 
which was what the Democrats 
demanded in 1902. The Repub¬ 
licans will point with pride to 
their record in favor of practical 
prohibition and will demand a con¬ 
tinuation of the policy which has 
brought so much good to the Btate. 

Owing to the fact that the elec¬ 
tion will be held on a year when a 
President is to be chosen, party 
[lines will be followed very closely. 
The Prohibitionists who wish for 
stronger enforcement will cast 
a few votes, and the Resubmis- 
sioniats will cast less. There will > 
be more than the ordinary number 
of independent members chosen to 
the Legislature, and the rumseller 
and his allies can find no consola¬ 
tion from the result.

The death occurred recently in New 
Orleans of the old-time “queen of the 
4 ?Ircusr,” Eliabetzh Howard, who forty 
yoars ago divided honors with Dan 
Rice. In the old days Miss Howard 
was easily the most popular woman 
performer in tbfe sawdust ring, hut the 
last twenty years of her life were 
spent selling newspapers in the streets 
Vf the southern city, says the Chicago 
Tribune. Time was when Elizabeth 
Howard received S130 for forty min¬ 
utes’ work each night. And the suc¬ 
cess of the entire performance de¬ 
pended upon her whim as much as the 
singing of a grand opera does upon 
the humor of a prima donna. During 
her life in New Orleans “Old Miss 
Howard,’’ as she was known to the 
newsboys and street urchins, earned 
about 60 cents a day, and to do this 
she was forced to rise at 2 o’clock in 
the morning, summer and winter, and 
be at newspaper row at 3 o’clock, when 
the morning papers sent out their city 
editions. 

It is said that Miss Howard arrived 
In New Orleans about twenty years 
ago. One cold winter’s morning a 
sweet-faced, white-haired old woman 
was seen selling papers at the Inter¬ 
section of Customhouse and Royal 
streets. She had a rude little table 
With underlain legs. When it was 
time to close her “shop’’ she' asked 
permission of a nearby storekeeper to 
allow her table to remain over night 
in his establishment. Then she trudged 
home to a bare, cheerless little room 
somewhere in the French quarter. 
After a while she returned, passing 
the corner on her way to the levee for 
a walk. She was followed by six dogs, 
her friends and companions. This was 
the history of each of the last days of 
the old woman’s life. She never se¬ 
lected any other corner, and she was 
never absent from her lltie stand. 
She always went for her walk accom 
panled by a half-dozen dogs. 

Sometimes a change was noticed In 
the personnel of her canine body¬ 
guard, some of them falling victims to 
age, accident, or the dog-catcher. But 
there were always six of them. Thera 
are times when the most cheerful and 
■willing of souls will rebel at the'idea 
of going out into the darkness of 
Weak morning, and standing In the 
face of a stiff, icy wind that blows 
straght from the gulf, but Miss How 
ard was always patient and gentle. 
While she rarely smiled, she gravely 
faced JIfe and the change it had for 
her, and when her work was done she 
folded her arms and went away. 

Miss Howard Is held by many to 
have been the most dashing, the most 
daring circus woman the world ever 
knew. She was the first person, man 
or woman, to tumble through paper 
hoops while her horse was going at a 
mad gallop. She could perform on 
the horizontal bars, too, and as a 
dancer she rivaled Carmencita. She
